Squalid, Violent Juvenile Detention 
System Gets What It Pays For

The horrors of Florida’s juvenile justice system, 
graphically documented in The Miami Herald’s 
recent “Fight Club” series, shocked almost nobody 
on the inside. 


It was everyone else who was sickened by the videos 
of kids beating up other kids while guards watched. 
The officers themselves sometimes ordered the 
muggings, rewarding the “enforcers” with candy 
bars. For added entertainment, wagering took 
place. 


One detainee, 17-year-old Elord Revolte, was beaten 
to death by a swarm of inmates in a Miami juvenile 
facility. Another was injured so severely that he lost 
a kidney. 


Then there are the squalid stories of sexual 
predation, officers singling out inmates in exchange 
for special privileges. Another form of abuse is 
medical neglect—sick youths are sometimes 
branded “fakers” and left to suffer. 


Obviously, a serious staffing issue plagues the state 
Department of Juvenile Justice and the private 
contractors that operate some of the lockups and 
residential programs. They’ve hired some real bad 
people, at a tragic cost. 


When you see these awful videos and read these 
disturbing stories, keep this in mind: The starting 
annual pay for a DJJ detention officer is only 
$25,479.22. 


And that’s if you’re lucky enough to get a job at 
a state-run facility. The largest private company 
contracted to run juvenile programs pays its new 
guards $9.50 an hour, which is beyond disgraceful. 


The firm, ironically called TrueCore Behavioral 
Solutions, hires youth-care workers for less money 
than they can make working as a Walmart cashier. 
Welcome to the thrifty world of prison privatization, 
championed by Gov. Rick Scott and the Republican 
Legislature. 


What happens when you pay rock-bottom wages? 


You attract eager applicants like Uriah T. Harris, 
who’d been arrested 11 times on charges that 
included child neglect, battery, and domestic 
violence. If you thought such a busy rap sheet 
would disqualify Harris from interacting with 
troubled young inmates, you’d be wrong. 


He lasted a couple years at a youth academy, 
whacking kids with a broomstick he witlessly 
named “Broomie,” before he got canned. 


Other hires by the juvenile system included scores 
of individuals who’d been fired from the staffs of 
adult prisons or local jails, or had been allowed to 
resign from those jobs while under investigation for 
improper behavior. 


Among the parade of undistinguished candidates 
was Willie James Cox, who won a position as a 
youth-care worker after being charged with grabbing 
the breast of a fellow corrections officer at an adult 
prison. 


It was the third known incident of that type involving 
Cox, who was fired, convicted of misdemeanor 
battery and given a year’s probation. Nonetheless, he 
was soon hired by a residential center that provides 
mental-health services to youths in the Panhandle. 
He left that job in 2015. 


DJJ Secretary Christina K. Daly acknowledged 
that her agency’s past hiring record is “alarming.” 
Inexplicably, background checks were done without 
seeking the disciplinary files of former adult 
corrections officers or other state employees. 


Background checks were also conducted on behalf of 
private contract providers like TrueCore, though the 
DJJ wasn’t allowed to block the hiring of a particular 
applicant unless he or she had been convicted of a 
“disqualifying” crime. 


That meant TrueCore theoretically was free to 
hire anybody terminated from a state prison who 
was never criminally prosecuted, no matter what 
behavior got them fired. 


The surprise isn’t that so many creeps and losers 
end up as officers at juvenile lockups. The surprise— 


more of a miracle, really—is the resilience of the 
officers who are humane, honest, and hard-working. 
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Theirs is one of the toughest jobs in the justice system, 
and they ought to get compensated accordingly. 
Daly has set procedural reforms in motion, but the 
applicant pool for youth-care workers will never 
improve as long as the starting pay is $9.50. 


“What other results do they expect to get from 
that?” mused Polk County Sheriff Grady Judd. “An 
absolute, total wreck.” 


Shortly before the Herald series was published, Gov. 
Scott announced he would seek a 10 percent raise 
for juvenile-detention officers. He cited their “unique 
opportunity to help change lives and redirect our 
youth to a successful path.” 


Even if the Legislature goes along, a DJJ pay hike 
won't help all the workers employed by TrueCore. 
One important reform would be to rip up the state’s 
contract with that firm, and demand that it pays its 
staff a fair salary. 


This isn’t about hiring people to coddle young 
offenders; it’s about hiring people who will at least try 
to help young offenders avoid becoming career felons. 


Broomsticks and beat-downs don’t work.

Big Jim Folsom’s History Lesson

In the 1950s, as the story goes, 
Alabama’s governor Big Jim Folsom 
was caught en flagrante in a hotel 
room with a young woman. With 
reporters and photographers (who 
had been tipped off) in tow, he hastily 
assembled a press conference. 


In a wrinkled suit, and obviously 
suffering from the effects of too much 
alcohol, the disheveled Folsom made 
a statement that went something like 
this: 


“If youw’re going to set a trap for Big 
Jim with a good bottle of whiskey and 
a long legged blonde...you’re going to 
catch him every time.” 


The people of Alabama loved Big Jim. 


Aside from his personal behavior, 
Folsom was my kind of governor. 
He once said, “Negroes constitute 
35 percent of our population in 
Alabama. Are they getting 35 percent 
of the fair share of living? Are they 
getting adequate medical care?” He 
decried the “stirring of old hatred and 
prejudices and false alarms. The best 
way in the world to break this down 
is to lend our ears to the teachings 
of Christianity and the ways of 
democracy.” 


He promised a monthly pension 
for everyone over 65, better pay for 
teachers, and abolition of the poll 
tax because it disenfranchised poor 
people—whites as well as blacks. 
He built “farm to market” roads and 


helped connect rural Alabama to the 
rest of the world. 


“When I was 18, I spent a lot of time 
below decks on freighters crossing 
the Atlantic,” he said. “I slept and ate 
with men of different colors from all 
over the world. I learned then that 
men are men... They’ve got the same 
aims. There are a lot more important 
things about a man than the color of 
his skin.” 


Remember. This was 70 years ago. 


We are made aware every day now— 
several times a day—that what may 
have been commonplace 70 years 
ago—or 10 years ago—or yesterday— 
is not acceptable and never should 
have been. Big Jim Folsom fails every 
one of the litmus tests we now have 
regarding the personal behavior of 
our elected officials. 


But there is one test that he passed 
with the greatest of ease. He was not 
a hypocrite. 


In today’s world it’s difficult to tell 
who the good guys are. The bad guys 
don’t gravitate to any specific line of 
work. Neither politicians, athletes, 
businessmen, nor religious leaders 
are immune to abhorrent behavior. 
But as always, it’s the hypocrites that 
stand out. 


A bible-thumping, gun-toting judge 
(twice removed from the bench for 
failure to follow higher court rulings) 
who tries to corner the market on 
“family values,” caters to evangelicals

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and has a creepy history of harassing 
young girls is not a great candidate 
for the United States’ Senate. 


The Catholic Church has found, over 
the last two decades, that harboring 
child molesters does not further its 
mission and it can’t possibly help 
attract members to its cause. 


Politicians can rail all day about the 
sins of homosexuality, the evils of 
same-sex marriage, and the horrors 
of a gay lifestyle. I disagree with their 
position. But I would suggest that if 
a politician or religious leader really 
believes that homosexuality is an 
abomination, it’s not a wise position 
to espouse if you are a closeted 
homosexual yourself. 


And a gentle word from a barely 
practicing Episcopalian to all 
churches. If 

Christianity is all-inclusive (which I 
think is the whole point), someone 
should speak out about the hijacking 
of biblical principles for political 
practices. Not doing so doesn’t wear 


well with people who are confused 
about the direction of Christian 
policy. 


Martin Luther King Jr., in his Letter 
from Birmingham Jail, wrote to his 
fellow clergymen of his frustration 
with church leaders and “white 
moderates”: 


“Shallow understanding from people 
of good will is more frustrating 
than absolute misunderstanding 
from people of ill will. Lukewarm 
acceptance is much more bewildering 
than outright rejection.” 


Alcohol and carnal instincts finally 
got the best of Big Jim Folsom. But 
not before he said this in 1955: 


“We hear more noise from those who 
are guided by blinded prejudice and 
bigotry than is ever the case with 
those who try to think through and 
be fair in their approach. If there was 
ever a time...when we needed wisdom 
and tolerance and objective thinking, 
it is certainly now.”

Emerald Coast Children’s 
Advocacy Center (ECCAC) provides 
child-friendly facilities in Okaloosa 
and Walton counties to help children 
overcome the trauma of abuse. 
Child Safety Matters is a child abuse 
prevention curriculum used statewide 
except in three counties, two of which 
are Okaloosa and Walton. ECCAC’s 
proposed Child Abuse Prevention 
Program would bring this curriculum 
to Okaloosa and Walton counties as 
part of a comprehensive child abuse 
education program targeting adults 
and children of all ages. 


Emerald Coast Science Center’s 
(ECSC) mission is to inspire and grow 
a scientifically engaged community. 
ECSC’s proposal would renovate 
two classrooms into an immersive, 
interactive learning environment to 
run SMALLab Learning technologies 
utilizing motion-capture to track 
students’ 3D movements as they learn 
concepts like physics, chemistry, and 
even language. Renovations would 
include new flooring, furniture, 
plumbing, HVAC, ceiling, lighting, 
and electrical improvements as well 
as asbestos abatement. 


Fresh Start for Children & 
Families provides a comprehensive 


educational, vocational, and 
economic housing program to help 
homeless families achieve  self- 
sufficiency. The proposed Fresh Start 
Family Activity Center would provide 
a supervised place for children to 
socialize and play while parents 
pursue training and education goals. 
The grant would fund a multipurpose 
building, ADA-compliant playground, 
recreational play pad, walking path, 
garden boxes, fencing, lighting, and 
utilities. 


OTHERS of Destin serves individuals 
and families faced with a wide range 
of challenges including poverty, 
homelessness and job loss. Services 
are tailored to meet client needs 
using a holistic approach focused 
toward self-sufficiency. OTHERS 
operates out of a church and needs 
dedicated office space. The grant 
would fund a modular office building 
with four offices, two restrooms, and 
waiting area/classroom space and 
would cover associated expenses for 
permitting, placement, and _ utility 
hookup.

The Putin Agenda

Unlike in the United States, where the success of an 
inauguration is factored by the size of its crowd, the 
streets of Moscow were completely deserted during 
the Russian inauguration in 2012. Twelve million 
people were tucked away to make room for Vladimir 
Putin’s personal motorcade that had escorted him to 
the ceremony for his third term as president. 


The whole event was scripted, and every detail recorded 
and broadcasted to 94 percent ofthe Russian population. 
At a coffee shop next door to the inauguration, a small 
resistance group was squashed by a riot squad before 
they even have a chance to protest. 


Much has changed in Russia since Putin replaced 
Yeltsin in 2000. For example, there were less than 20 
billionaires in the whole country only 15 years ago. 
Today, with Putin on his third presidential term and 
having served a second term as prime minister, Russia 
is now home to 118 billionaires, placing the country 
fourth in the world for population of billionaires. 


Despite the wealthiest of those billionaires in Russia 
being among his personal best friends, Putin claims 
to own only 1,500 square meters of land with a 
77-square-meter flat and garage. The only earnings 
he reports are his salary wages as president, which 
vary year to year and have never been over $195,000 
in rubles. In his garage, he claims to keep two modest 
Soviet-era cars from the 1960s and a common 
Russian 4x4. Even Putin’s most authentic supporters 
openly joke about him owning a small flat and only 
collecting his presidential salary. 


Many experts are convinced he’s the richest and most 
powerful man in the world, having four times the 
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wealth of someone like Bill Gates. It’s estimated that 
Putin is worth over 200 billion. 


A report released in 2012 by Boris Nemtsov, a former 
deputy prime minister and opposition politician, 
states Putin has four personal yachts, 43 planes, 
15 helicopters, and over 20 palaces and villas, 
many with multiple heliports and each outfitted for 
unparalleled luxury. 


Russia is said to be the most unequal major economy 
in the world. As oligarchs have grown wealthier and 
wealthier over the past 17 years, it’s no mystery that 
the average Russian making only $450 a month is 
worse off than the average worker in China, Serbia, 
Romania or Poland. Almost two-thirds of all wealth 
in Russia is controlled by millionaires. 


Under Putin’s administration, control over natural 
resources was transferred from public hands to 
his loyalists, exclusively providing a small group 
of oligarchs total control over oil, gas and pulp 
industries. This has been one of the significant 
factor for wealth inequality in Russia. 


Each week there seems to be a new breaking story 
emerging about Russia and their involvement with 
the U.S. election. Understanding who Putin is, what 
motivates him, and what he has done for Russia 
makes it easier to understand why he benefits from 
Trump in office. 


The oligarchs Putin has helped make much 
wealthier—and, in turn, have made him the 


wealthiest man in the world—are counting on Putin 
to have his way with the United States. The 2016 
election was considered a huge success in that 
regard.

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Schatzi + the String Boffin - Quiet No More

Schatzi + the String Boffin stayed 
quiet for most of 2017. The usually 
hyper-busy sibling duo Dannica 
Lowery and Ben Parsons put their 
band on hold, as Lowery had an 
extended period of medically ordered 
vocal rest. Parsons still could be found 
playing around Beachcomberland, 
including becoming a member of 
Mose Wilson and the Delta Twang... 
but what did that mean for Schatzi + 
the String Boffin? 


If you are lucky enough to know 
Lowery on a personal level, she is 
quick to smile, honest, and always 
aims to be the best version of herself. 
But during the vocal scare, she took 
to Facebook and let everyone in a bit 
more. There, she fearlessly shared 
glimpses of her inner turmoil as she 
was doing rounds of steroids in hopes 
that she would be able to perform 
again. 


The good news is she got the “all 
clear.” But in classic Lowery fashion, 
her first gigs out were far from 
ordinary. 


“There were 1,700 submissions 
from all over the country,” Lowery 
says of the Nash Next competition 
that took place in early November. 
“We went through to the fan voting, 
and the next round was competing 
locally. We were in Baytowne (Wharf) 
representing the Fort Walton Beach 
division of the Nash Next stations. 
Then we won that round, and we had 
to submit for the video round. The 
Cumulus executives judged it and 
picked the top 10 in the nation. We 
were one of the top 10 acts.” 


With a phone call from Cumulus’ New 
York offices and an all-expenses-paid 
trip, Schatzi + the String Boffin were 
off to strut their stuff in front of a 
Nashville audience at the Wildhorse 
Saloon. 


“It was super fun and everyone was 
really nice. All the other contestants 
were incredibly nice,” says Lowery. 
“The Wildhorse Saloon is a pretty 
prestigious place in Nashville. A lot of 
national acts have performed there. 
From the live feed, it didn’t look like 
it was a very big production, but if 
you were actually at the venue, every 
time they hit a kick-drum, your heart 
felt like it wanted to bust out of your 
chest. It was loud and booming.” 


Allcontestants got the star treatment— 
green rooms, limos, catering—but it 
was one of the event guests that put 


a chip in Lowery’s composure. “Kix 
Brooks of Brooks & Dunn happens 
to be one of the first concerts I ever 
went to,” she says. “It was Brooks 
& Dunn and Reba McEntire at the 
Pensacola Civic Center. I was seven 
and awestruck. It was incredible. 


“My emotions and anxiety were 
already running high. I had already 
said in a previous interview with Nash 
Next what my first concert was. So 
when he showed up, they were like, 
‘Let’s get this great photo opportunity 
to introduce Dannica to Kix Brooks.’ 
Well, I just...at the moment burst at 


the seams. Everyone was snapping 
pictures, and I’m ugly-crying and 
trying to recompose. 


“Then I unloaded my entire life story 
onto this poor man. But once I got 
that cry out of the way, I was fine. I 
think it was just the pinnacle of all my 
anxiety at the moment. I just couldn’t 
hold it in.” 


The dynamic sibling duo had a 
pleasant surprise when many of their 
friends and fellow musicians attended 
to root them on. “I didn’t expect that,” 
says Lowery. “People made a big deal 
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about it, which is great because it is 
a big deal to us. But I didn’t think 
that everyone would jump on the 
bandwagon to support us like they 
did. It was wonderful and meant a lot, 
and it made us more comfortable to 
have people there that we knew.” 


Lowery admits she had some battles 
with confidence to get back into 
singing—was she ready? “I think this 
was that point where it’s like, yeah, I 
think I am. IfI can come straight out of 
vocal rest in May, submit to a contest 
and then make it into the top 10 of 
the nation, I think I am ready to jump 
back into the music scene. It’s been a 
swift kick in the rear not to lose this 
momentum. I think we’re really going 
to dive headfirst back into it.” 


For now, that means a focus on 
resuming local gigs, changing up 
their setlist, and writing new material. 
“Especially right now in the offseason, 
I think we are going to use this as our 
creative time,” says Lowery. “I can’t 
speak for my brother, but we are 
working towards rehearsing more and 
working on our social media more. 
But who knows? We made some really 
good contacts with the event, so we'll 
see where those take us.” 


Instead of slowing down during the 
period of vocal rest, Lowery tapped 
into other creative outlets. From 
teaching several varieties of yoga and 
painting, and opening the Etsy shop 
for Wild Woman’s Medicine Cabinet, 
she has remained busy as ever. 


She is currently working with local 
vocal coach Alissa Steffens to maintain 
proper care of her vocal cords. “The 
best of the best have coaches, so 
why wouldn’t I have a coach?” says 
Lowery. “She has stretched my range 
from two octaves to nearly four—it’s 
crazy. The timbre of my voice is so 
much more rich, I can’t believe it has 
taken me this long to actually work 
with someone.” 


Even though Schatzi + the String 
Boffin didn’t walk away with the grand 
prize at Nash Next, Lowery views the 
competition as a success. “We can 
look back on that performance and 
feel like we slayed. We rocked it. We 
put on a great show, and watching the 
playback of the live feed—and I am 
my own worst critic—even after that, 
I still feel like we sounded great. The 
vocal nodules were just a roadblock 
that I’ve bounced back from.” 


Cheers to that, Dannica.

On a recent Friday night, my 
husband Allan and I went to Props 
Brewery in downtown Fort Walton 
Beach hoping for some good food and 
some good music. We found both. 
Local singer-songwriter Wayne Hall 
was on deck as promised. Hall settled 
into his corner at the front of Props 
around 7, and for approximately the 
next two hours, he had the room. 


Armed with his guitar and an easy, 
comforting voice, Hall was the 
perfect antidote to a 40-hour week. 
The set consisted mostly of Hall’s 
own creations sprinkled with a few 
covers. His music was pitched well 
to the audience. The selections were 
easy to listen to, and they asked little 
from the crowd. Mostly, they asked 
folks to just sit back and enjoy. 


Hall’s career has been an interesting 
one. Technically, his music is 
catalogued under “alternative rock,” 
and so far he has released two full- 
length albums, the last one in 2010. 
He’s hard at work on the third and 
hopes to get it out by the end of 
the year, saying, “It’s definitely a 
change in style. I’ve grown a lot in 
my writing and want to show people 
a different side.” He cut his teeth 
on ‘0s alternative and grunge, 
citing Soundgarden as “an immense 
influence on me. They were a huge 
part of my musical journey.” 


A key part of his journey is the 
fact that, due to a _ childhood 
firearm accident, Hall has been in 
a wheelchair since the age of 11. 
After that, music became his outlet, 
turning into a lifelong passion. Music 
helped a teenage Hall to cope with 
the aftermath of the accident, and 
now music is helping an adult Hall 
to reach his goal of walking. 


Why? Because he is currently raising 

money for a special exoskeleton that 

will help him walk. He has about half 

of the $40,000 he needs. A quick 

Google search shows that much of 
the fundraising has been via music 
benefits at local restaurants and other 
venues. According to Hall, “This whole 
thing kicked off April of last year. Our 
community is just incredible.” 


Exactly how incredible is evident 
with each passing day. For example, 
Hall graduated from the University 
of Central Florida with a major in 
communications and a minor in 
sociology. He says, “I’ve always been 
fascinated with people and why they 
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Up...Wayne Hall 


do certain things.” But his studies 
didn’t prepare him for things like the 
truck incident. 


Hall recounts the story to me in a 
tone of awe. “I went to get an oil 
change the other day in my truck. 
The guy came up to me and was like, 
‘Are you Wayne Hall? I heard you’re 
trying to get an exoskeleton.’ I said, 
‘Yeah, man.’ He just reached out and 
handed me money and says, Just 
put this in the fund.’ We didn’t even 
exchange names. Stuff like that just 
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makes me so grateful I’m a part of this 
community.” 


Wayne Hall loves to write and perform 
music. He lives to “remind people that 
we really are the same, that we’re all in 
this together.” From formal benefits to 
random oil change guys, the ongoing 
support of the Fort Walton Beach 
community proves that we couldn’t 
agree more.

The Colors of 30A

“My mother and I attended a 
Christmas craft show in Nashville 
last year, and we ran across an 
adorable Nashville coloring book,” 
says Noelle Tabor, who assumes 
the “imagined by” credit on The 30A

showed up on my desk after I 
stumbled across the 30A Coloring 
Book Instagram. I wanted to know 
more. 


“I was drawn to (the Nashville book) 
and wanted to buy it for someone, 
but realized that most of the people I 
love have a connection to 30A more 
so than Nashville,” Ms. Tabor says. 
She reached out to the creator of the 
Nashville book to see if they could 
work together, but they were focused 
on other projects. 


“So I thought, Why not me?” 


Ms. Tabor began to search for an 
illustrator to bring the project from 
dream to printed page. “That same 
day, one of my sorority sisters 
posted an illustration she’d done 
on Facebook, and everything fell 
magically into place.”

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we produce something that would 
reflect the quality experience that 30A 
provides as a destination, and we’ve 
done that. The book includes 40 of 
Ginny-Beth’s illustrations, covering 
sites from Dune Allen to Inlet Beach 
and everything in-between.” 


The illustrator now lives in Deland, 
Florida, where she works as a 
director for a university.

Five Preparations for the Rut

1. Mock scrapes. It’s good to start utilizing mock scrapes just 
before the bucks start to do them, so that you can potentially 
lure them into the area that you want them in, rather than them 
making an area for themselves. You can also find scrapes and 
rubs already maintained and add buck scent to it. 


For a mock scrape, you will need buck scent (urine) and a dripper 
or rope to tie on to the tree. Next, you will want to find a low 
hanging tree in a fairly open area (just enough so that they can 
put their head up and lick the branch) and tie the rope or dripper 
to the low hanging limb. 


Then, you will rake an area just under that branch to imitate a 
buck scraping the ground. After you're done, add some buck urine 
to the scrape on the ground and voila, a mock scrape. Lastly, put 
a camera on the scrape if you want to monitor that area.

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2. Get your calls ready. Bucks are going to respond to calls the best during 
this time. Make sure you're toting a grunt call, doe bleat, and rattling horns 
in your bag at all times. A grunt can be a great way to get a dominant buck 
within range. 


The downside to this is that it may make the distance greater if the buck 
in the area is subdominant. The bleat can be a great call as well, with the 
greatest upside and smallest downside. A bleat won’t send a shy buck packing, 
whereas a rattle or grunt might. Rattling antlers can bring curiosity from all 
directions, as it is the loudest way to get the attention of deer in the area. 


3. Keep hunting food sources. Where the does are, the bucks will follow. 
Although bucks have probably stopped coming to the corn as often, the does 
will most likely still be in the area that you’ve been feeding. If it’s legal in your 


state of hunting, keep the corn or feed of your choice out so that they don’t 
wander too far. 


If you've planted food plots, this is a good time to slip in and wait for a hot doe 
to come by. Lastly, if there are areas where the acorns have been dropping 
well or you’ve found other food sources—such as a persimmon tree—make 
sure to stay close. 


4. Utilize cover scents. This is one of the most important things to utilize— 
aiming to eliminate all of your scent while still utilizing a cover scent such 


as doe estrus or buck scent. This can distract the deer from any scent that 
you've left behind on accident. I spray a bit on my boots as I walk in and again 


when I get in the stand.

5. Grab a decoy. Most deer, regardless of where you’re hunting in the United 
States, will show curiosity when they spot a decoy. This is a great tactic to 
get a buck within bow range and to lure the bucks out of the woods during 
the pre-rut and rut. When using a decoy, you will want to use a subdominant 
buck. When you do this, a more mature and dominant buck in the area may 
be attracted to it, looking to assert its dominance. 


Set up your decoy in an opening, but be sure not to set it anywhere that it can 
surprise another deer. This can lead to you getting busted by a doe or another 
buck. Lastly, make sure that you eliminate all odor from the decoy. Spray it 
down with scent-eliminating spray and when you get to the field, add some 
buck scent to cover any odor left behind. 


Decoys don’t always work when hunting—you may get busted, bucks may be 


afraid of it, etc.—but if you know you have a dominant buck in the area, it 
may just work in your favor.

Half Shell Oyster House is on 
Emerald Coast Parkway, between 
Mid-Bay Bridge and downtown Destin. 
The bright yellow-and-white sign is an 
eye-catcher. My family ate there ona 
recent weeknight. The facade of the 
restaurant is largely glass, allowing a 
look inside. It’s theatrically decorated 
to look like the Vieux Carre, MGM- 
style. Colors are from the dark palette, 
with polished wood, stained glass and 
wrought iron accents. 


The dining room is subdivided by 
partitions into both open and enclosed 
dining areas, allowing privacy and 
conversation. There’s a bar partly 
down the length of one wall. Playing 
over the sound system were some 
rousing Mardi Gras Indian songs, 
followed by Wynton Marsalis playing 
Jelly Roll Morton, and other Louisiana 
music. 


Our server (Terri) was friendly and 
efficient, anticipating the needs of my 
daughter Grace (the Tiny Diner). We 
got menus, gave drink orders, and sat 
back. 


Oysters get plenty of attention at Half 
Shell. They have their own section 
on the menu, and the walls of the 
restrooms have a decorative border of 
lacquered oyster shells. 


I was looking forward to my first 
raw oysters of the holiday season. I 
ordered six on the half shell to start, 
and my wife chose a cup of seafood 
gumbo. TD still thinks there are many 
foods she doesn’t like—some of which 
she’s actually tried—so she settled for 
coloring the kids’ menu. 


My oysters arrived on a plate of ice, 
with lemon, cocktail sauce and extra 
horseradish. When I picked up the 
first one, I noticed how clean the shell 
was. It had been carefully scrubbed, 
almost polished. The oysters were 
cold, plump, juicy, briny, and too few. 
I hope the rest of the season’s oysters 
are as good. 


My wife’s gumbo, topped with rice, 
was crowded with shrimp, crabmeat 
and crawfish, in a stock that was mild 
but flavorful. There’s hot sauce on the 
table if you want to add heat. 


Oysters can also be ordered 
charbroiled, Orleans (broiled with 
smoky Cajun sauce), Bienville and 
Rockefeller, all in half or full-dozen 
portions, or in a sampler. Non-oyster 
starter options include fried green 
tomatoes and crab cakes, boiled royal 
red shrimp, lobster quesadilla, crab 
claws, crab cakes, smoked tuna dip, 
voodoo wings or shrimp, crab and 


lobster dip, and tempura battered 
asparagus. There is also a lobster, 
crab and corn bisque. 


My wife had never tried royal reds, 
so she ordered them, with a side of 
fried okra. I chose bacon and pecan 
crusted redfish, with sides of fries and 
grilled asparagus with Gorgonzola 
butter. Half Shell also had grouper 
and snapper as their fish of the day, 
which can be prepared several ways. 


TD ordered a children’s meal of fried 
shrimp and seasoned fries, which 
came with a drink, all for $5. The 
portion was substantial. She ate 
about a third, describing the shrimp 
as having a “sea-ish” taste. It was a 
compliment. 


Royal reds are delicious shrimp, 
though I don’t agree that they taste like 
lobster (but rock shrimp do). Half Shell 
sends out 3/4 of a pound, hot from the 
boiler, with a cup of drawn butter. My 
wife took home half. Redfish tastes 
great any old way, but bacon and 
pecan gave it an added salty, chewy, 
crunchy kick that was well balanced 
by the orange beurre blanc. Grilled is 
easily the best way to have asparagus, 
but adding Gorgonzola butter puts it 
into a class by itself—sweet, crunchy 
and tangy. I only regret not having 
bread to get all the sauce. 


Other mains include a_ seafood 
sampler, fried shrimp or oysters, 
shrimp and_ grits, seafood pot 
pie, seafood stuffed mushrooms, 


cheeseburger, shrimp or oyster po’ 
boys and sandwiches of BLT fried 
green tomatoes, tuna, chicken and 
ribeye, fish served grilled, blackened, 
Orleans, herb crusted, or Lameuse 
(cream sauce with mushrooms, garlic 
and crabmeat), steaks, surf and turf, 
pasta with chicken or seafood, and 
almond-encrusted or paneed chicken.

Other sides include broccoli, pork 
stock turnip greens, Cajun boiled 
parmesan and garlic fried potatoes, 
salad, cheese grits, sweet potato creme 
brulee, and jalapeno hushpuppies. 


There were four desserts—key lime pie, 
bananas Foster cheesecake, chocolate 
obsession, and cinnamon roll bread 
pudding. We got the last, to share. It 
came in a large martini glass, which 
is actually a handy way to share—just 
grab the stem and pass it around. 
The pudding was hot and dense, very 
sweet, with a warm and boozy sauce. 


Oysters are back, better than ever at 
Half Shell.

Three Trendy Beers You Should Try Now

And when we say now, we mean right 
now. Or at least in the next month 
or two, because we just learned the 
hard way that “better late than never” 
doesn’t apply to seasonal beers. 
Sometimes late just means never. 


By never, we mean never this 
year. Last November, we _ were 
easily able to score our pick of the 
great pumpkin brews that are only 
available in autumn. Everywhere we 
looked—grocery stores, liquor stores, 
gas stations, even drugstores—there 
were plenty of pumpkin brews just 
waiting to be picked. 


Fast forward to November 2017 when, 
expecting the same great selection of 
as last year, we armed ourselves with 
a list ranging from tried-and-true to 
brand new pumpkin ales and went 
shopping. But lo and behold, after 
visiting more than a few stores, we 
weren't able to find a single one. 


Where the #$&@ did all the pumpkins 
go? 


We wisely turned to Beach Liquors’ 
craft brew guru Patrick Maus— 
officially known as the “assistant 
manager”’—for answers. He explained 
that last year, area merchants 
zealously ordered ample amounts of 
pumpkin brews to ensure the heavy 
demand for them was met. But they 
unintentionally ended up with unsold 
pumpkin brews well into February. 


And they found out that as much 
as hopheads love to guzzle the 
great gourds in autumn, they lose 
interest when spring is just around 
the corner. Instead of spicy and 
rich, brew bros and sistas begin to 
fancy lighter, summery brews like 
fruity shandies, crisp witbiers and 
mild IPAs. In other words, retailers 
got stuck holding what had become 
hard-to-sell inventory. This year, they 
ensured that wouldn’t happen by 
ordering less. 


It may be that the great pumpkin 
trend is waning just a little. If it is, 
it’s definitely not an indicator of the 
overall craft beer movement, which 
continues to gain momentum. And 
that’s why, even though we weren't 
able to make our pumpkin haul, we 
were able to get our hands on some 
new-to-us winter beers recommended 
by Patrick, which reflect some of the 
hottest trends in cold beer right now. 


And, scout’s honor, every one of the 
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brews he suggested proved to be just 
as good as he promised. 


Funky Buddha Last Snow. Coconut 
has been a strong food trend for 
more than a few years now. So, 
it came as no surprise that Patrick’s 
top recommendation was a coconut 
beer, Last Snow. Not only did Funky 
miraculously find a way to infuse the 
yummiest attributes of an Almond 
Joy bar into this porter, they wisely 
balanced its sweetness. After all, it’s 
not supposed to be candy in a glass. 
But it is every bit as delicious. 


What makes this beer is _ its 
unmissable coconut flavor, 
sweetened with a rich, caramelly 
malt and finished with decadent 
coffee and chocolate notes. Despite 
its richness and a fairly hefty 
ABV of 6.4 percent, Last Snow is 
incredibly easy to drink, mostly 
because it’s incredibly delicious. 


New Holland Dragon’s Milk. 
Good gourd, Dragon’s Milk was 
so good it made us forget all 
about our beloved pumpkin 
brews. But you know how we love 
a good stout. And this one has a 
buzz-worthy ABV of 11 percent. 
Pumpkin? What pumpkin? 


You sure won't find any in 
this brew. But you will find a 
prominent taste of bourbon, 
as well as smoky espresso, 
roasted sugar and a 
smooch of creamy vanilla. 
If you’re a_ whiskey 
lover, the barrel-aged 
Dragon’s Milk is a must 
try. Potent and robust 
and brimming’ with 

belly warming flavor 

notes, this is the perfect 

wintertime brew to have 

around. 


So is Stone Brewing’s 
Xocoveza, a_ hearty 
Mexican chocolate stout 
that even when served 
cold will warm you up 
from your tippie-top to 
your tootsies, thanks 
to a subtle hit of pasilla 
peppers and a not-so- 
subtle ABV just over 
8 percent. See why we 
love us some stouts? 
They’re typically 
packing authentically 
rich infusions of 
flavor. And a_ buzz. 
What more could you 
ask from a brew? 
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Actually, we can think of more. 
And that’s price, as in affordable. 
Affordability is one big reason 
why Beach Liquors has consistently 
remained on our go-to list. They 
usually have the best prices in town, 
and if they don’t, they'll price 

match competitors. 


Another reason we keep 
coming back is their 
events, like the fun 
and informative Friday 
evening beer and wine 


tasting soirees, run year round. Same 
for their in-house bar that offers a 
choice of 14 draft brews daily from 1 
to 6 p.m. 


Most importantly, if you ever need 
help finding or choosing your brews— 
or any other type of liquor—the 
staff is always at the ready with 
info and suggestions. To a beer 
writer about to miss a deadline, 
that kind of assistance scores big 
brownie points, as well as more 
than a few years of well earned 
repeat business.

Three friends were wrapping up a 
visit on Wednesday evening, September 


6, around 10 p.m., when one of them, 
Brenton Clemons, thought we should go 
to the beach and check the turtle nest 
at Oceana. 


Brenton is the longtime manager of 
Sandpiper Cove’s beach service, and he 
is very knowledgeable and attuned to all 
things related to the beach. He said he 
had a feeling in his gut that it would be 
a good night to check on an eight-week- 
old turtle nest. 


We drove to Sandpiper Cove and walked 
to the nest at Oceana with Alex Simpson, 
who handles the beach service there. The 
normally smooth sand area within the 
staked off turtle nest had a very small 
pea-sized depression in the middle, and 
in less than a minute we saw a small 
head beginning to poke out. Then it 
began. The baby turtles came rushing 
out and began the approximately 35- 
foot journey toward the surf. 


It was an amazingly beautiful evening 
with a completely full moon at nearly 
100 percent. There was a light balmy

breeze and a warm, calm Gulf surf. 
There were probably 90 to 95 baby 
turtles all headed in unison towards 
the nearly flat Gulf water. 


We had apparently arrived at the very 
moment they hatched and began 
to dig out of the nest. The entire 
journey from beginning to end lasted 
about 15 minutes before they were all 
happily swimming out into the Gulf. 


I know the beach service men are 
very conscience of the activities and 
rhythms of the beach, but to make 
the call to check the turtle nest at the 
very moment they began their escape 
was a once-in-a-lifetime experience. 
Many people connected’ with 
protecting the turtles have watched 
for days and missed the actual event. 


It was hard to imagine being there at 
the exact moment it began, on such 
a gorgeous night. Incredibly, Brenton 
also had the presence of mind to 
bring a red light (which does not 
disturb the turtles as a regular white 
light would), allowing us to capture 
the special event.
